Revs. 8. H. Green and John Wilkinson 
Tender Their Resigaations. 


The resignation of Rev. Stephen H. Green, 
rector of St. John’s Episcopal Church, Fif- 
teenth and Hickory streets, is in the hands 
of his vestrymen. Rev. John Wilkinson, 
rector of St. Mark’s Chapel, Vandeven- 
ter and Washington avenues, has also re- 


signed. 

There is strong probability that Dr. 
Green’s resignation will not go into effect, 
as his vestrymen and parishioners. are 


anxious that he remain. Dr. Wilkinson’s 
resignation has taken effect. He will re- 
main in charge, however, until May 1. 

The reason for Dr. Green’s resignation 
is a question of finance. The rector of 
St. John’s parish has heretofore enjoyed 
a salary of 500 a year. The vestrymen 
decided that to keep expenses within the 
parish's income it would be necessary 
reduce this. The reduction was anticipated 
by the pastor, and even recommended by 
him, duk he was decidedly adverse to the 
irregular manner in which salaries in St. 
John’s parish were paid. 

Some years ago the parish was in a flours 
ishing condition, but latterly most of the 
wealthy Episcopalians in the vicinity have 
moved farther west. The support of the 
church is derived from purely voluntary 
contributions, and as the wealth of the 
parish decreased, the revenue declined 
until salaries have not been paid regularly, 
and the vestrymen saw a deficit ahead, un- 
less retrenchment was begun. 

The vestry sent notice to the parishioners, 
explaining the financial conditions existing 
and asking for an increased subscription or 
an opinion regarding the reduction of ex- 
penses. Acting on the replies received, the 
vestry concluded that the parish was unable 
to pay more than $2,100 per annum to the 
rector. Dr. Green was so notified by the 
Senior Warden, who added, significantly, 
that the amount could only be paid as pre- 
viously and, though the vestry regretted 
the irregularity, of payments, 2 could 
see, under the circumstances, no hope of 
altering it. 

To this the pastor replied that the reduc- 
tion was not as great as anticipated, and 
that he was willing to accept it, but that 
the failure to provide against irregularity 
of payments was unexpected. As he consid- 
ered their decision on this point final, he 
was obliged to tender his resignation to 
take effect May 1. Regarding the latter 
point Dr. Green said in his letter: “I can- 
not consent to continue to live in a state of 
uncertainty. My obligations must be met 
prompety. Whatever I have, be it ever so 
ittle, I must live on it, because wilfully m- 
curred debt is dishonest. In order to live 
and keep my word with others, this ‘what- 
ever’ must be paid with regularity.“ 

The reply to this was a very compli- 
mentary resolution from the vestrymen, 
asking Dr. Green to withdraw his resigna- 
tion and pledging their earnest efforts to 
make regular monthly payments. In case 
they failed to do so, they submitted a 
proposition to pay interest on amounts 
overdue. 

Dr. Green’s reply to this was a request 
that he be given until Easter Monday, at 
the latest, to make his decision known. He 
may possibly give it before, and it is prob- 
able that it will be the one sought for by 
the vestry, but the Doctor says the matter 
is still open. 

Dr. Green has been pastor of St. John’s 
Parish for eleven years, having come here 
* Belgium, III., on Thanksgiving Day, 


883.
